'' That Narberth's Christmas mail 
was handled better this year than 
ever before in the history of the 
local post office, is the view ex- 
pressed by many residents. At 
the Business Men's meeting Mon- 
day night a vote of congratula- 
tion was given Postmaster J. Ber- 
tram Nesper and his staff for 
their efficiency. 

On the 24th, Mr. Nesper re- 
ceived his Christmas present from 
President Coolidge; his four-year 
appointment, commencing De- 
cember 16. It was passed by the 
Senate on the 15th, and is signed 
by First Assistant Postmaster 
General John H. Bartlett. Mr. 
Nesper, who has been a resident 
of Narberth for 19 years, was ap- 
pointed temporary postmaster fol- 
lowing F. C. Patten, whose term 
expired July 21. 

Although the volume of mail 
this year was considerably greater 
than that of last Christmas, it was 
handled with greater expedition 
by a force of employees that num- 
bered two less than last year's. 
The post office employees are par- 
ticularly grateful to the public for 
complying with the "mail early", 
request to a greater extent this 
Christmas than in the past. 
' All mail received by 8 o'clock 
Friday night was delivered by 
noon on Christmas day by the 
augmented force of employees. 
Parcels received Saturday morn- 
ing were also delivered. Addi- 
tional helpers numbered 10 this 
year, as compared with 18 last 
year.

Rev. Hayes Lauds Pioneer Work of 
Predecessor. 

On Sunday morning, Decem- 
ber 26, 1926, with simple and im- 
pressive ceremonies, a bronze 
tablet in memory of Rev. Richard 
F. Cowley, founder of St. Mar- 
garet's Parish, erected in the ves- 
tibule of the church as a gift-of- 
fering of the members of the 
congregation, was unveiled by 
Nicholas Thouron, in whose resi- 
dence at Merion the late pastor 
said the first mass for his new 
flock on Christmas day of 1900. 

The presentation address was 
made by Henry P. Carr, president 
of St. Margaret's Holy Name So- 
ciety, who described Father Cow- 
ley's record of splendid achieve- 
ment during his quarter-century 
of service, and he declared the 
memorial would serve as a per- 
manent expression of the obliga- 
tion which the people of St. Mar- 
garet's owed to their first pastor. 

The tablet was accepted in be- 
half of the church by the present 
rector, Rev. Robert F. Hayes, who 
paid a beautiful tribute to the de- 
ceased founder as follows : 

"It is my honor and privilege in 
the name of St. Margaret's Parish 
to accept this memorial as a per- 
manent record of the achieve- 
ments of a pioneer in the faith in 
this community. In "a few bold 
strokes it sketches a picture,

Agitation was started this wee 
by the Social Service Department] 
of the Bryn Mawr Hospital for 
fund to purchase glasses for poo 
school children with defective eye- 
sight. The department now pro-, 
vides free attention at the hospital- 
for these children, but has no 
funds with which to purchase; 
glasses for those who are found 1 
in need of them. 

Some of the poor children who 
live in the territory covered by 
the Main Line Federation of 
Churches are taken care of by that 
organization, but there is now ncf 
money to provide for the needs of 
the others. The matter was re- 
cently taken up with the Lower 
Merion School Board, but it in- 
formed the Social Service Depart- 
ment of the hospital that it had 
no fund for the work. 

The school board provides a 
fund for dental attention for chil- 
dren of the poor. Another at- 
tempt will be made to have it 
create a similar fund for glasses 
for those whose eye 
proved defective. 



At last the Main Line is to have 
a slow club all its own.

The idea seemed to have found 
fertile ground in many kindred 
hearts, for "slow" clubs have been 
formed in all sections of Philadel- 
phia, and now the Main Line is to 
have one of its own.
